Based on an opinion of the Ind­ 
iana supreme court 
returned 
last 
Wednesday, holding' that an indict­ 
ment bv a grand jury was not legal 
where all the names 
of the 
grand 
jurors had not been drawn from the 
jury box in the regular way, Will A. 
Hough of Greenfield, special judge 
in the case of the 
state 
against 
<’artha Wagner, accused of perjury, 
late Saturday afternoon 
sustained 
the plea in abatement 
filed 
by the 
attorneys tor the defense, thus dis­ 
missing the defendant, 
whose trial 
was set for today. 
A special venire 
of thirty talesmen 
had been drawn 
from winch to select a jury for the 
case. 
The d eeision of the state supreme 
court is the first of its kind in Ind­ 
iana, 
although 
similar 
decisions 
have been rendered in other states. 
It was rendered 
in the ease of Lee 
iStipp ct a1 vs. the s>tate of Indiana, 
which was appealed from the Dela­ 
ware circuit court at Muncie. 
The 
defendants were 
accused 
of con­ 
ducting a “blind tiger” 
and in the 
appeal to the higher 
court 
raised 
the question 
of the proper method 
of drau.i'iig a grand jury. 
, 
The same practice 
was followed 
in that instance in Delaware county 
as is always followed here, just as 
it is elsewhere in the state. 
When­ 
ever a grand juror is excused bv the 
judge for cause, a man is, “ picked 
up” and placed on the 
jury, his 
name not being drawn from the jury 
box as is done when a grand or petit 
jury is drawn. 
There are very few 
grand juries on which all of the six 
men originally drawn sit. 
This will result, 
in 
the opinion 
of officials at the court house, in the 
reguar method being followed here­ 
at ter. 
Whenever a grand 
juror is 
dismissed for 
cause, 
the name of 
one to take Ii is place will lie drawn 
from the jury box. 
Douglas Morris 
and Oeorge 
W. 
doling, in their plea 
in abatement 
asking that the 
defendant 
be dis­ 
charged, cited 
the opinion of the 
state supreme court. 
Special Judge 
Dough heard the arguments of both 
sides rand then ruled for the defend­ 
ant. John A. Titsworth 
was 
ap­ 
pointed by Judge Sparks 
to assist 
Prosecutor Stevens in the case and 
participated in the argument.
